(column 2, line 42 to column 3, line 41, column 6, lines 30-41, column 8, lines 46-47) cited in the 
ISR. A person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of using a drug or adhesive described in 
document 2, as a lop sheet or a dressing having the top sheet described in document 1. 

The subject matters of claims 4 and 9 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of document 
1 and document 3 (column 1, lines 2-42, column 8, lines 33-39, column 9, lines 19-34) cited in the 
ISR. A person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of the point of using an adhesive that 
includes a plasticizer described in document 3 to the top sheet or the dressing having the top sheet 
described in document 1 . 
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
